AKINOLA JAMES ÜWOSEKUN 


Akinola James Owosekun is one of Disneyland's 
most "experienced" jungle guides. 

Owosekun was born in a small Nigerian village and 
grew up in the vast greenlands and jungles of the dark 
continent. Until he was 11 years old, he roamed his 
native land searching for food. 

After finishing his “elementary с in his 
home village, he applied for admission to one of two 
overcrowded high schools in his area. Of more than 
1,000 taking the entrance tests, Owosekun was one of 
the 48 admitted. 

“А good education is one of the most highly prized 
goals in Nigeria," the 24-year-old youth explained. 
"Yet it is very hard to acquire because we have neither 
qualified teachers nor facilities." 

While attending a Harvard University sponsored 
high school, Owosekun's scholastic intelligence caught 
the eye of his instructor, Hal Sheller. Sheller asked his 
father, Dr. Lynn Sheller, President of Fullerton Junior 
College, if he would sponsor Owosekun's college edu- 
cation. Dr. Sheller agreed. 

Today, Owosekun, who lives with the Dr. Sheller 
family, is a junior at Cal-State Fullerton and plans to 
eventually acquire his doctorate. His ultimate goal is 
to become a teacher and help his people. 

On weekends and school vacations the young, Ni- 
gerian works at Disneyland as a guide on the Jungle 
Cruise Adventure. “The ‘jungle’ is my closest link with 
home,” he says, “And I enjoy talking to the many dif- 
ferent people who ride on my boat.” 

Owosekun notes the biggest difference between the 
U.S.A. and his country is the food and our “freedom 
of speech.” “In my country we must be very careful 
what we say about politics, whereas, here you can 
stretch your political comments to the elastic limit.” 


JOHN HINKEL 


John Hinkel brought his wife and daughter to 
California from Chicago, Illinois in 1955, as a result 


of seeing a TV show depicting the building of the 


Magic Kingdom. After watching the program John's 
wife said that she wouldn't mind moving to California 
if John would work for Walt Disney. 

So — a letter to Walt Disney inquiring about em- 
ployment at Disneyland was written, and after re- 
ceiving a reply, out came the family. Three years later, 
after joining the Electrical Union and establishing 


their home in Anaheim, John began working in the 


Electrical Maintenance Department. 


John says that he has worked almost every shift 


and area in the park. The summer of 67 found him 
working on the PeopleMover. (What a shocking ex- 
perience! — Ed.) 

John's specialty at Christmas each year is assem- 
bling and coordinating the strings of lights that will 


decorate the many garlands around the park and the 


Christmas tree. John said that there will be over 2100 
lights on this year’s tree which he said will be bigger 
than ever. 


The Hinkel family includes not only his wife, Julia, 


but also a daughter who is a junior at Anaheim High. 


Besides having a daughter of their own, John and Julia. 


were chosen to be the parents for Anaheim High’s 
foreign exchange student, Karin Grengg. Karin is from 
Austria and according to John is a very lovely addition 
to their family. John says that Karin likes Disneyland, 
and short skirts and says that teenagers are the same 
everywhere.

Do You Have 
A Few Minutes To 


Answer А Survey? 


by Dave Koch 

Surveying, the art of asking people 
their opinions, is a research tool being 
used by our Marketing Division to 
make the Park more enjoyable for 
visiting guests. 

These periodic surveys are coordi- 
nated and conducted by the Adver- 
tising Department under the guidance 
of the Park’s Advertising Manager, 
Marty Cooper, with the help of a spe- 
cially trained platoon of tour guides. 


According to Marty, the short an- · 


swer questionnaire surveys serve a 
dual purpose: (1) they measure 


guests reactions to every element of 
the Disneyland "show," from the cost 
of admission to food quality, and (2) 


they serve as a valuable information 
source about the guest himself. 

"In addition to our Standard Opin- 
ion Survey, which is conducted six 
times a year, we poll guests' attitudes 
towards new attractions, special 
events, restaurants, future projects, 
and even Disney movies," says Marty. 

Examples of changes which recent 
surveys have helped bring about in- 
clude the overall improvement of the 
sound system in Pirates of the Carib- 
bean and the abandonment of the “ 
general admission sold after 5 p.m. 
summer policy.” 

Other surveys have proven that 
more than 90 percent of our visitors 
feel they receive full entertainment 
value for every dollar spent. Guests 
also heavily praised the cleanliness of 
the Park and the courtesy of em- 
ployees. 

“We have come a long way since 
we first started using questionnaire 
surveys in 1959,” says Marty. “We 
have not only improved on the qual- 
ity and accuracy of the questions, but 
also greatly reduced the amount of 
time spent in tabulating results...” 

Marty credits these improvements 
to a special training program for the 
tour guide pollsters. 

First, Marty determines the type 
and number of questions to be asked, 
the percentage of attendance to be 
interviewed and the number of girls 
needed to conduct the poll. 

Next comes a half-day training pro- 
gram which each of the survey girls 


must attend. Here they learn the im- 


portance of accuracy in conducting 
the polls and tabulating the results. 
Each of the various types of ques- 
tionnaires are thoroughly explained 
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along with the problems they entail. 

Upon completing the course, the 
girls are given a comprehensive test 
which stresses their knowledge of poll- 
ing techniques and mathematical abil- 
ity. If they pass, they are eligible for 
a special pay bonus when conducting 
and tabulating a survey. 

The future will hold even more 
improvements. "Eventually, we hope 
to use a computer to analyze the

Dressed In Bright 


Colors For Christmas

Its that time of year again when. 


thoughts of Christmas stir the blood 
and colorful decorations and brightly 
decorated trees start popping up along 
city streets, in homes throughout the 
country, and of course, at Disneyland. 

Perhaps the most beautiful spot in 
the Park during the Christmas season 
is Main Street, U.S.A. It takes an en- 
tire week to dress Disneyland's main 
thoroughfare with more than 1,500 
feet of garland, 5,000 pine cones, 
sparkling ornaments, lights, bells and 
hundreds of other special decorations. 


But, most beautiful of all, is the 
huge white fir Christmas tree which 
stands at the entrance to Main Street 


on Town Square. The tree is cut and 
purchased in the Mt. Shasta region of 
Northern California and brought to 
Disneyland on a flatbed truck. Here, 
the decorating process begins more 
than a full month before the huge 55- 
foot fir is placed in the Park. 

After the long juant from up North, 
the tree is first sprayed with 75 gal- 
lons of green fire retardant paint for 
color and safety. Then 70 gallons of 
adhesive is applied so the tree can be 
flocked with tiny styrofoam beads. 

A large crane is used to lift the 
men and equipment for the spraying 
jobs, and again for the final phases of 
decoration, including the stringing of 


more than 2,000 colored lights and 


the same number of ornaments. 

The tree is then moved by crane 
down Main Street and placed on 
Town Square where many large dec- 
orated packages are placed under- 
neath, adding to the bright yuletide 
theme. 


Disneyland Sets 


Attendance Records

Disneyland's Summer '67 attend- 
ance totals smashed all existing rec- 
ords set during the Magic Kingdom's 
12-year history. 

Daily, weekly and monthly records 
were shattered. The new one-day at- 
tendance mark of 67,228 set August 
19 is more than 6,000 persons above 
the daily record in previous years, and 
the total for the summer season, 
4,300,000 persons, was 600,000 more 
than Summer '66, which was the pre- 
vious high. 

The previous weekly record 320,- 
000 guests, set in August 1966, was 
topped in nine successive weeks this 
summer with an all-time mark of 
383,000 recorded during the week of 
August 21. 

Since Disneyland opened in 1955, 
more than 65,400,000 persons have 
visited the Magic Kingdom. 

Would you believe that the total 
investment in Disneyland is now over 
$95 million with the addition of 
Pirates of the Caribbean and seven 
major new attractions in the all-new 
Tomorrowland? 

Our total attendance is now well 
over 65 million.
